LIBRARY FURNITURE. 



ON this page is a sketch for library furniture, economical 
in construction, yet substantial and well designed. 
The furniture is made in oak or dark Ancona walnut, 
with glass panels where shown in overpiece and book-case; the 
side wings in upper part of book-case to be open and fitted with 
movable shelves, mounted with fringe ; the long flap at bottom 
in centre part of book-case to open outwards, space inside used 



for rolls of paper, drawings, maps, etc., etc. The writing table 
to be circular on top, and lined with leather, with a two inch 
lipping all round ; two or more drawers in table. Lounge or 
settee on castors, with three drawers under seat, partly hidden 
by fringe, and to be covered in antique Turkish camel bags 
(mounted as sketched), or tapestry.
